Mr. Cummings discussed anti- 
freeze solutions and con®pounds. 
He pointed out that lubricating oil 
is successfully used as the cooling 
medium in automotive cooling sys- 
tems of special design but its high 
viscosity and low heat capacity per 
unit volume make it a poor sub- 
stitute for water on the ordinary 
motor car or truck radiator. Kero- 
sene may be used in cooling gys- 
tems designed for water but its 
low heat capacity per unit volume 
(together with its high boiling 
point) may lead to serious over- 
heating in mild weather, he said. 

Among the materials whose ad- 
dition to water in sufficient quan- 
tity will protect against freezing to 
at least zero Fahrenheit are: (1) 
denatured alcohol, (2) methanol 
(wood alcohol), (3) sodium chlo-
